Rubber Manu ifactured 


In 60 Seconds Amazes 
Elba High Students 


Synthetic rubber manu- 
factured in 60 seconds was 
only one of the highlights

Nine 
exciting demonstrations, 
dramatizing the contri- 
butions of research and 
technology to modern liy- 
ing, make up the fast-mov- 
ing program. 


The synthetic rubber 
manufacturing process 
used in the show is the|’ 


fastest of its kind known 
to man. Two liquids mix- 
ed in a bottle produced a 
mass of “‘instant’’ synthe- 
tic rubber fifteen times the 
size of the bottle in only 
one minute. This novel ex- 
periment was part of the 
polymer chemistry demon- 
stration.

cal phase of getting the 
150 pints of blood which is 
this community’s quota on 
mobile unit visits, 

The technical work is 
done by the professional 
staff of the mobile unit 
from the Mobile center, 
This unit staff consists of 
a nurse in charge, staff 
nurses and a custodian. A 
physician is alsopresent at 
every operation. Here, Dr. 
John Kimmey is in charge 
of arranging physician coy- 
erage, 

Volunteer registered 
nurses of Coffee County 
help the mobile unit nur- 
ses. Under the physician’s 
direction, the nurses take 
the medical history of the 
donors, check their blood 
pressures and their hemo- 
globin, and take the blood 
of the donors who are phy- 
sically eligible. 

The physician super- 
vises. these activities and 
examines donors whose el~ 
igibility for physical rea- 
sons is in doubt. 

The custodian drives the 
bloodmobile, the large 
truck containing the unit’s 
equipment, sees that the 
refrigerated chests’ in 
which the blood is stored 
are properly iced, and with 
the assistance of the vol- 
unteers at places of col- 
lectior, unloads the equip- 
ment carried. A second 
automobile brings the nur- 
ses, 

After the collection is 
finished the blood is ship- 
ped back to the regional 
center either by small 
truck sent out from the 
center or by rapid 
commercial  transporta- 
tion. 

“And that,’’ Doctor Clay 
concluded, “‘is how it’s 
done. It looks simple, but 
it takes a lot of work,’’ 

Modern medical devices 
need blood. Like fuel to 
the engines of industry, 
blood keeps the. apparatus 
of healing in operation, It 
is the spark that triggers 
precious life in the oper- 
ating room,

Araucanus 


Chickens 


Lay Pink, Blue, 


And Green 


Have you ever seen 
chickens that lay colored 
shell eggs? J.L. Harper, 
Route One, New Brock- 
ton, has the Araucanus 
chickens that lay pink, blue, 
and green eggs. 

The Araucanus chicken 
is a native of Chile, South 
America, and is relatively 
new to the poultry world. 
It is believed that the Arau- 
canus chicken is related to 
an abscure Malayan hen, 
which is the only other 
chicken known to lay blue 
eggs. Long before the com- 
ing of the white man, a 
tribe of Chilean Indians, the 
Araucanus, had chickens 
that laid eggs with shells 
of various colors, With the 
Spanish came the European 
fowl, which crossed with 
the Araucanus and these 
crosses brought about new 
shell colors. The colors 
pleased the Indians so much 
that they did not mind the 
introduction of the new 
fowls. Physical character- 
istics of the birds were 
unimportant to the Indians 
as the chickens were valued 
for their egg-shell colors 
only, 

The first knowledge of 
this strange fowl came 
from sailors returning 
from South America on 
clipper ships during the 
past century. They told of 
chickens that laid pink, blue 
and green eggs. Whenthese 
chickens were first brought 
to this country, hatching 
eggs sold for $10.00 an 
egg and breeders for $150 
per bird to hobbists, 

Due to the long period 
of cross-breeding to de- 
velop colored eggs, the 
plumage of Araucanus 
chickens is as varied as 
the egg colors, You seldom 
see two chickens that look 
alike. They are brown and 
white, etc. Some of them 
have straight combs, pea 
combs, and cushioncombs, 
with ear tufts, beards, and 
tassels on their heads, 
which is rare. Some of 
them have straight tails, 
while others have bobtails, 
bunty or rumpless type. 
They are medium sized 
chickens, well-filled-out, 
even the roosters are not 
thin and bony, but more like 
a pheasant or partridge, 
and are delicious to eat. 
The average mature hen 
weighs about four pounds, 

The chickens are gentle

and domesticated. They are 
not wild like game chickens 
and will not fly over fences 
unless frightened. The eggs 
are delicious to eat and 
after the shell is removed 
the eggs look and taste the 
Same as any other chicken 
egg. 

These chickens are in- 
teresting and an attraction 
to most people.
